The  action  of  the  Bahia  importers  in  re- 
gard ui  the  burdensome  duties  now  collecl- 
l  because  of  the  depreciation  of  currency, 
must  challenge  the  serious  attention  of  the 
government  and  of  the  public.  They  pro- 
pose to  remove  no  goods  from  the  custom- 
house after  the  1 5U1  unless  some  measure  ol 
relief  is  granted.  They  have  petitioned  for 
this,  but  no  answer  whatever  has  been  re- 
ceived. As  a  last  resort,  they  propose  to 
close  their  doors  rather  than  submit  longer 
to  tlie  imposition.  Santos  is  inclined  to 
adopt  the  same  resolution,  ami  invitations 
lor  co-operation  have  been  extended  to  all 
the  other  commercial  centres  of  tlie  country. 
If  the  merchants  are  united  in  this  move- 
ment, we  can  not  sec  how  the  government 
can  avoid  granting  the  relief  demanded. 
Brazil  is  wholly  dependent  upon  her  im- 
port trade,  not  only  for  clothing  and  luxu- 
ries, but  for  food  and  other  necessities  of 
life.  There  is  no  law  to  compel  a  mer- 
chant to  carry  on  a  business  at  a  loss,  nor 
is  there  any  law  to  prevent  his  closing  his 
doors  whenever  he  chooses  to  do  so.  In 
view  of  the  fact  that  the  treasury  has  been 
assisting  the  speculators  to  enrich  them- 
selves largely  at  the  expense  of  the  mer- 
cantile classes,  the  latter  can  not  be  blamed 
if  they  refuse  to  carry  the  burden  any 
longer.  They  are  asking  no  more  than  fair 
play,  and  as  the  popular  sentiment  of  the 
country  is  sure  to  back  them  up  the  govern- 
ment will  be  wise  to  find  some  way  for 
granting  the  relief  demanded.  We  are  per- 
fectly well  aware  that  the  government  has 
no  more  right  to  abolish  taxes  than  it  has  to 
impose  them,  but  as  the  time  (or  the  meet- 
ing of  congress  is  near  at  hand,  it  can  at 
the  very  least  promise  to  present  some  mea- 
sure of  relief  and  secure  its  passage  at  the 
earliest  moment  possible.

In  view  of  the  fact  that  there  are  thous- 
ands o\'  poor  people  in  Argentina  who  are 
without  employment,  why  would  it  not  be 
a  good  plan  for  the  coffee  planters  to  send 
for  them.  It  is  frequently  urged  that  much 
of  the  new  crop  will  be  lost  for  want  of  la- 
borers in  the  picking  season.  In  our  opin- 
ion, this  can  easily  be  avoided  by  sending 
for  laborers  and  paying  them  good  wages 
for  the  season.  It  has  been  the  practice  for 
some  years  past  for  many  thousands  of  Ital- 
ians to  go  to  the  River  for  employment 
during  the  harvesting  season,  and  it  ought 
to  be  just  as  easy  to  secure  the  same  kind 
of  labor  for  the  cofTee  plantations  of  this 
country.  The  picking  season  comes  in  the 
best  part  of  the  year,  tlie  work  is  light,  the 
crop  valuable,  and  the  wages  ought  to  be 
good.  The  planter  will  really  gain  by  not 
being  obliged  to  maintain  a  large  force  of 
laborers  during  the  intervals  between  crops, 
and  he  will  also  gain  by  securing  an  abund- 
ance of  the  very  best  labor.  All  he  will 
need  to  do  is  to  provide  food  and  barracks 
for  their  accommodation  during  the  pick- 
ing season,  leaving  the  laborers  to  come 
and  go  at  their  own  volition  and  expense. 
Without  doubt  the  steamship  companies 
will  be  only  too  glad  to  make  special  steer- 
age rales  to  Rio  and  Santos  for  such  labor- 
er;, as  their  coming  and  going  every  year 
will  soon  constitute  a  steady  and  profitable 
traffic.  If  a  circular  were  sent  to  Buenos 
Aires  offering  employment  for  a  specified 
period  at  good  wages,  we  have  not  the 
slightest  doubt  but  what  thousands  would 
at  once  find  their  way  here.  All  the  ma- 
chinery required  is  an  agent   in  Santos  and 
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one  in  Rio  to  give  information  and  forward 
the  laborers  to  their  destinations.  The 
planters,  however,  should  be  very  careful  to 
not  only  pay  them  good  wages,  but  to  pay 
them  in  cash,  s<>  that  no  cause  for  com- 
plaint may  arise.  If  trie  laborers  are  not 
well  treated  at  the  outset,  they  will  neither 
return  themselves  nor  encourage  others  to 
make  the  attempt. 


According  to  a  telegram  from  Washing- 
ton on  the  10th,  Mr,  John  W,  Foster  had 
arrived  there  with  the  Spanish  reciprocity 
treaty  in  his  pocket,  which  was  to  have  been 
formally  signed  yesterday.  Aside  from  the 
particulars  of  the  treaty,  which  peihaps  will 
have  very  little  interest  to  the  Brazilian 
reader,  it  may  be  said  that  it  secures  the 
triumph  of  the  policy  inaugurated  by  Mr, 
Blaine  for  bringing  the  American  nations 
into  closer  commercial  relationship.  The  Bra- 
zilian treaty  made  the  Spanish  one  possible; 
the  Spanish  treaty  secures  tlio  permanency 
of  the  Brazilian  treaty  -and  will  exercise  a 
powerful  influence  upon,  negotiations  with 
Mexico.  We  believe  that  no  one  will  deny 
that  Mr.  Blaine  has  fairly  won  a  diplomatic 
victory,  and  if  our  judgment  is  not  at  fault 
he  has  secured  a  victory  which  will  not 
only  prove  a  serious  reverse  to  the  protec- 
tionists of  the  United  States,  but  ought  to 
be  the  beginning  of  a  commercial  system 
between  the  nations  ol  this  continent  almost 
as  free  and  unrestricted  as  thai  now  existing 
between  the  states  of  the  American  Union. 


We  regret  to  say  that  nothing  whatever, 
so  far  as  the  public  is  informed,  has  been 
done  to  remedy  the  terrible  abuses  existing 
at  the  S.  Sebastiao  hospital.  Neither  jus- 
tice nor  humanity  appears  to  influence  the 
government  in  the  matter;  nor  does  it  even 
consider  that  an  explanation  is  due  to  the 
public  in  regard  to  abuses  now  known  the 
whole  world  over.  It  is  admitted  that  such 
oftences  have  occurred  elsewhere,  anil  may 
occur  again  even  in  the  most  enlightened  of 
nations,  but  we  do  not  believe  that  they  could 
occur  in  any  civilized  country  without  an 
indignant  protest  from  the  better  classes  of 
society  and  without  arousing  some  action 
the  part  of  the  authorities.  In  view  of  the 
fact  that  the  great  majority  of  those  who  are 
sent  to  the  S.  Sebastiao  hospital— -nearly 
all  in  fact— are  foreigners,  the  government 
ought  to  be  all  the  more  scrupulous  in  pro- 
viding good  treatment  for  them.  This, 
however,  is  not  done.  The  descriptions 
given  of  the  hospital  by  Brazilian  reporters' 
as  well  as  by  the  foreigners  who  have  been 
inmates  of  its  wards,  simply  pass  beyond 
the  limits  of  belief.  The  neglect,  indiffer- 
ence, ignorance,  filth  and  wanton  brutality 
arc  more  than  the  ordinary  civilized  mind 
can  grasp.  When  we  remember  that  the 
great  majority  of  these  unfortunate  victims 
are  foreigners,  sailors  and  immigrants,  we 
are  amazed  that  the  Brazilian  government 
can  still  have  the  hardihood  lo  invite  com- 
merce and  immigration  to  these  shores.  A 
people  so  indifferent  to  human  life  and 
suffering,  so  unconscious  of  human  rights 
and  feelings,  can  never  hope  for  suc- 
cess. No  permanent  prosperity  can  ever 
be  built  upon  such  a  sacrifice  of  human 
life,  nor  at  the  cost  oi'  so  much  human 
right.  Men  do  not  come  here  to  die, 
nor  even  to  be  treated  like  cattle,  The 
humblest  of  them  are  entitled  to  the  sym- 
pathy and  protection  which  civilized  society 
accords  to  everyone  in  every  part  of  the 
world,  and  it  is  expected  that  Brazil  will 
not  hesitate  to  grant  ibis  in  the  fullest 
measure.

Although  the  lot  ol  the  immigrant  in 
Brazil  is  full  of  disappointment  and  hard 
work,  and  although  at  times  he  is  made  the 
victim  of  unfeeling  speculation  and  injus- 
tice, it  must  be  said  that  the  Portuguese 
suffer  less  wrong  in  this  respect  than  any 
other  nationality.     Speaking  the  same  lan- 


guage, being  familiar  with  the-  laws  and 
Customs  of  the  country  and  having  so  large 
a  number  of  their  own  countrymen  already 
established  here,  they  find  very  little  diffi- 
culty in  obtaining  employment,  and  conse- 
quently they  suffer  very  little  hardship  com- 
pared with  those  who  come  here  from  other 
countries.  That  there  are  petty  efforts  made 
to  oppress  them  by  jealous  officials  and 
avaricious  taskmasters  no  one  will  deny, 
but  this  is  perhaps  no  worse  than  the  treat- 
ment frequently  meted  out  to  the  poorer 
classes  of  Brazilians. 

Although  the  arriving  immigrants  are 
compelled  to  endure  many  hardships  aris- 
ing from  neglect,  avarice,  indifference  and 
I  k  of  preparation,  the  Portuguese  readily 
finu  the  means  of  escaping  all  this,  The 
majority  of  them  have  relatives  and  friends 
here  and  know  where  they  are  to  go  and 
what  they  are  to  do.  As  a  rule  very  few  of 
them  go  to  the  immigrants'  hospedttria. 
They  quickly  find  employment  and  are 
rarely,  if  ever,  compelled  to  beg  in  the 
streets,  as  so  many  others  are  continually 
doing.  Being  the  small  shop-keepers  of 
the  country,  the  mechanics,  house  servants, 
gardeners  and  general  laborers,  they  find  no 
difficulty  whatever  in  obtaining  situations. 
Their  own  countrymen  are  capitalists,  con- 
tractors, builders,  planters,  merchants,  bank- 
ers, and  all  that,  and  they  have  their  own 
hospitals  and  benevolent  societies.  As  a 
nationality  they  are  more  than  strong 
enough  to  take  care  of  themselves  and  pro- 
tect their  own  immigrants. 

With  other  nationalities,  however,  the 
case  is  different,  Not  being  familiar  with 
the  language  and  customs  of  the  country, 
nor  with  its  industries  and  geography,  they 
are  wholly  at  the  mercy  of  the  contractors 
who  bring  them  here,  of  the  officials  who 
receive  them,  and  of  tiie  employers  who 
traffic  in  their  labor.  They  are  stowed 
away  and  treated  like  cattle  on  the  way 
out;  on  arrival  they  are  inadequately  hous- 
ed and  led  by  the  government,  they  are  left 
in  utter  ignorance  as  to  the  country,  and 
are  then  forced  into  the  employ  of  men 
whose  main  object  is  to  get  the  maximum 
of  work  out  of  them  at  the  minimum  of 
cost.  Some  employers  treat  them  kindly 
and  liberally,  many  treat  them  harshly  and 
then  cheat  them  out  of  their  wages,  As  a 
rule,  the  contracts  for  introducing  immi- 
grants are  shameless  speculations,  in  which 
neither  the  welfare  of  the  immigrant  nor 
the  good  name  o(  the  country  is  taken  into 
consideration.  If  the  truth  were  fully 
known  in  Europe,  the  people  there  would 
feel  compelled  by  every  instinct  of  human- 
ity tn  discourage  their  countrymen  from 
coming  here.  They  are  deceived,  however, 
by  the  rosy  descriptions  of  the  country  and 
the  interested  explanations  and  arguments 
of  men  who  are  sent  there  for  the  special 
purpose  of  fostering  the  traffic. 

Sometime,  perhaps,  Brazil  will  be  a  good 
field  lor  the  industrious  immigrant,  but  un- 
til its  civil  institutions  are  definitely  settled 
and  its  public  lands  are  surveyed  and 
thrown  open  to  settlement,  with  better 
guarantees  for  life  and  property,  it  should 
not  be  forgotten  that  there  are  as  many 
risks  as  advantages.

—  The  Uruguayan  minister  of  agriculture  handed 
in  his  resignation  on  the  8th  just. 

—  Fresh  difficulties  have  arisen  between  tilt 
Union  Civica  leaders,  in  Buenos  Aires,  Dr.  San- 
tiago Alem  and  General  Campos,  which  it  is  feared 
will  lead  to  a  split  In  that  society. 

— The    Uruguay    government    lias    become    im- 

Eressed  with  the  need  of  cutting  down  expenses, 
ut  instead  of  reducing  the  army,  it  has  resolved 
to  make  a  reduction  in  the  fire  brigade. 

—Our  Buenos  Aires  exchanges  note  the  return  of 
190  Dutch  colonists  from  the  interior,  who  have 
found  it  impossible  to  earn  a  living.  They  are 
now  living  at  public  expense.  It  is  also  proposed 
to  create  "refuges"  for  the  boys  and  girls  of  the 
unfortunate  N'aposta  colony. 

—The  Uruguayan  customs  receipts  last  year, 
compared  with  1889,  were  as  follows  :

—  It  is  expected  that  as  soon  as  the  epidemic  in 
Rio  is  at  an  end  there  will  be  a  rush  of  laborers 
and  mechanics  for  Brazil.  The  friends  ol  these 
poor  people  will  do  well  to  warn  them  against 
hasty  action.  Masons, carpenters, machinists, printers, 
house  servants,  and  certain  other  classes  may  be 
sure  ol  work,  but  for  a  large  number  of  them  and 
for  laborers  in  general,  the  outlook  is  uncertain. 
Coffee- pickers  may  also  be  sure  of  employment. 

—During  the  past  year  there  have  been  hundreds 
of  respectable,  hard-working  families  driven  Irom 
the  country  simply  because  they  lound  they  could 
make  more  money  at  their  old  avocations  in  Ger- 
many and  in  France  and  Italy  than  they  could  by 
waiting  for  something  to  turn  up  in  this  land  that 
had  been  represented  lo  them  as  a  veritable  El- 
Dorado.  This  slate  of  tilings  has  been  fearfully 
aggravated  through  the  failure  of  the  maize  crops 
that  has  prevented  many  new  arrivals  from  getting 
that  work  winch  would  otherwise  have  welcomed 
them  and  put  money  in  their  pockets. — Tht 
Argentine  News. 

—  The  formal  opening  of  the  Argentine  Con- 
gress occurred  on  the  9th  inst.  President  Pelle- 
grini declares  that  peace  reigns  throughout  the 
interior.  He  advises  the  recisionof  the  contract  for 
drainage  and  water  supply  of  the  capita!,  and  the 
passage  of  a  law  regulating  the  creation  of  colonies, 
the  government  having  suspended  those  which 
have  not  complied  with  their  agreements.  He 
represents  the  industrial  and  commercial  condition 
of  the  country  as  favorable,  opposes  further  emis- 
sions of  currency  and  the  creation  of  official  banks, 
and  calls  attention  to  the  bad  financial  slate  ol 
the  provinces  whose  debts  tend  t'o  increase. 

— The  municipality  has  at  last  made  a  move  in 
the  right  direction,  one  that  we  have  repeatedly 
pointed  out  as  necessary,  viz.,  lo  prevent  all  the 
flour  irom  being  exported,  making  bread  a  fearful 
price  later  on,  The  municipality  have  bought  up 
a  great  quantity  ol  flour  which  will  be  contracted 
out  10  bakers  at  cost  price  lo  be  sold  lo  the  poor 
at  almost  cost  price.  The  bread  will  be  subject  to 
chemical  analysis  by  the  city  chemist.  This  is  a 
measure  which  will  be  a  great  boon  to  the  poor, 
who  otherwise  would  have  been  left  to  the  tender 
mercies  of  the  bakers.  The  next  thing  to  be  done 
is  to  compel  the  butchers  in  the  market  to  sell 
meal  by  weight,  at  a  uniform  rate,  or  else  start 
municipal  butchers  as  has  been  done  in  some  of 
the  other  provincial  towns.—  Argentine  News, 
Rosario,  April  iSth .

—  In  Rio  Grande  do  Sul  both  parties  claim  the 
election;  but  of  course  the  decision  will  be  in 
favor  of  the  official  candidates.  "Counting"  al- 
ways tells  in  the  long  run. 

— In  Campinas  the  president  of  the  municipal 
council  has  decided  to  call  a  meeting  of  the 
planters  for  the  purpose  of  consulting  them  in 
regard  to  the  opening  and  repairing  of  roads.

Elices  of  Pedro  Larrc  Leonard,  accused  of  robbing 
ai aid's  jewelry  shop.  A  telegram  from  S.  Paulo 
says  thiil  tiie  prisoners  have  confessed  their  guilt. 

— On  Ihe  arrival  of  Dr.  Jose  Marianno  at  Per- 
nn  nihil  Co  there  is  to  be  a  grand  demonstration  in 
his  honor  tasting  three  days.  Some  day  our  Brazil- 
ian friends  will  have  to  sit  down  on  these 
demonstrations,  or  else  make  them  the  sole  object 
of  life. 

—On  the  1st  inst.  the  governor  of  Rio  de  Ja- 
neiro advised  the  general  government  that  lie  hail 
engaged  Iwo  doctors  at  1,000$  each  per  month  to 
treat  indigent  patients  attacked  by  yellow  fever  in 
the  municipality  of  Rezende.  Hut,  what  has  the 
general  government  got  to  do  with  it  ? 

— The  Jornal  do  Brazil  published  on  the  91I1  a 
telegram  from  Porto  Alegre  staling  thai  there  was 
much  political  excitement  in  lliat  city  and  that  ihe 
chief  of  police  had  issued  orders  for  the  arrest 
and  prosecution  of  persons  carrying  prohibited 
weapons,  anil  for  dissolving  disorderly  assem- 
blages. 

— In  Nictheroy  on  the  2nd  inst.  the  opposition 
republicans  organized  the  Benjamin  Constant  Club 
under  the  presidency  of  Dr,  Geraldo  Marlins. 
Gen.  Floriano  Peixoto  was  elected  honorary  pre- 
sident, and  Cnstodio  de  Mello,  JosdSimean,  Silva 
Jardim  and  Thomaz  Porciuncula  are  honorary  vice- 
presidents. 

—Whew!  The  Companhia  Mechanics  de  Sao 
Paulo  has  resolved  not  to  lender  for  the  purchase  of 
the  Ypanema  iron  foundry  from  the  government 
because  the  said  foundry  belongs  to  ihe  stale  of 
S.  Paulo  under  the  provisions  of  the  constitution. 
The  complications  growing  out  of  that  constitution 
are  really  becoming  serious. 

— On  the  ioth  (Sunday)  the  state  legislature  of 
Rio  de  Janeiro  was  opened.  Governor  Porlella 
.  read  a  message,  giving  an  account  ol  his  manage- 
ment during  the  provisional  period.  The  legis- 
lature then  elected  Sr.  Portella  governor  by  an 
unanimous  vote  and  Sr.  Arthur  Getulio  das  Neves 
was  elected  vice-governor  by  50  votes  (majority  ?] 

— A  S,  Carlos,  S.  Paulo,  journal  publishes  a 
letter  from  Rio  dos  Peixes,  Campos  Novos  do 
Paraitapauema,  giving  an  account  of  an  attack  on 
a  surveying  party  by  Indians.  The  latter  num- 
bered 100  and  the  former  2o.  The  Indians  were 
defeated  with  the  loss  of  their  leader  and  two  men. 
Of  the  surveying  party  three  men  were  severely 
wounded. 

— The  political  news  from  Rio  Grande  do  Sul 
seems  to  sutler  from  sober  second  thought.  The 
first  telegrams  received  here  showed  a  pretty  close 
contest,  but  a  telegram  of  the  Sth  give-  llie  gov- 
ernment candidates  10,101  votes  and  those  ol  ihe 
opposition  only  1,241.  If  this  sort  of  thing  is  to 
continue,  the  opposition  vote  will  soon  be  reduced 
to  zero. 

— On  the  5th  inst.  hand  bills  were  posted  on 
the  street  comers  in  Bahia  calling  a  meeting  of  the 
merchants  to  take  action  in  regard  to  the  collection 
ol  duties  in  gold,  and  advising  them  to  close  their 
houses  if  the  government  refuses  to  accede  to  their 
demands.  At  the  meeting  held  in  virtue  of  this 
call,  it  was  resolved  to  postpone  action  till  the  8lh, 
when  a  meeting  would  be  held  at  the  exchange. 

— A  telegram  from  S.  Paulo  dated  the  7th  says 
that  the  manager  and  impresario  of  the  bull- fights 
in  that  cily  have  run  away  with  4,000$.  Running 
away  is  becoming  just  a  little  too  common,  A 
Rio  coffee  dealer  disappeared  a  couple  of  weeks 
ago,  and  it  look  500,000$,  or  more,  to  soothe  the 
alarm  of  his  friends,  while  a  score  of  smaller  deb- 
tors have  dropped  out  of  sight  without  leaving  us 
a  single  p.  p.  c. 

— The  provisional  president  of  the  state  legis- 
lature of  Goyaz  received  a  telegram  from  the  min- 
ister of  the  interior,  dated  April  iGtli,  in  which 
the  government  promises  that  the  prerogatives  of 
that  body  shall  be  respected  by  the  governor. 
Dr.  Leopoldo  de  Bulhoes  also  received  a  telegram 
from  the  minister  appealing  to  the  patriotism  of 
the  members  of  the  legislature  to  display  a  con- 
ciliatory spirit  and  assuring  him  that  the  legislature 
should  be  opened. 

— At  a  meeting  of  merchants  held  in  Bahia  on 
the  8lh  it  was  resolved  not  to  withdraw  goods 
from  the  custom  house  afler  the  15th,  and  lo  send 
telegrams  to  commercial  associations  at  other  ports 
asking  them  to  adopt  that  measure.  A  committee 
has  been  appointed  to  address  congress,  the  gov- 
ernor of  the  slate  and  ihe  press  on  the  subject  for 
the  purpose  of  obtaining  their  concurrence.  An- 
other meeting  will  be  held  before  the  end  ol  the 
month,  nnd  if  in  ihe  meanwhile  the  government  has 
not  abolished  the  collection  of  duties  in  gold  or 
adopted  some  other  measure  fo  improve  the  stale  of 
trade,  ihe  merchants  will  take  further  action.  One 
hundred  tnirl  ninety-seven  importers  have  signed  a 
document  binding  themselves  to  adhere  to  these 
resolutions.

valuation of  coffee  by  Ihe  Rio  quotations;  the 
federal  custom -house  will  be  requested  nol  lo  per- 
mit the  shipment  of  coffee  that  has  nol  paid  the 
duly  lo  which  il  is  subject;  the  slates  will  adopt  a 
lower  grade  than  that  now  adopted  as  a  basis  for 
valuation.

We  regret,  how- 
ever,  thai  Ihe  company  only  purpose  playing  fifteen 
nights  in  Buenos  Aires,  hut  hope  they  may  meet 
wilh  such  a  reception  as  will  induce  them  to  ex- 
tend their  stay  here.  The  repertoire  comprises 
"Patience,"  "Falinitza"  and  "Hermine,"  besides 
old  and  new  lavorites.

— A  Bahia  telegram  o(  the  9th  announces  the 
fusion  of  three  balsa  banks  to  form  one  Banco  da 
liolsn. 

—The  receipts  of  the  Manaos  custom  house 
were  2,053. i5°$5'9  m  1890  against  1,483,566$  142 
in  1889. 

—  In  October,  1890,  the  receipts  ol  the  Parahyba 
custom  house  were  70,990^007  against  88,038^530 
in  October,  18S9. 

—The  French  packet  Brisil  took  away  360,000 
francs  gold  on  the  91I1.  Il  is  saiil  that  £40,000 
are  awaiting  shipment. 

—The  expenditures  of  the  stale  government  of 
Sergipe  are  estimated  at  696,000$  per  annum  and 
the  receipts  at  560,000$. 

— We  understand  that  ihe  price  of  gold  has 
risen  to  such  a  height  that  even  the  dentists  are 
beginning  to  feel  alarmed. 

—From  January  to  November  inclusive  the  re- 
ceipts of  ihe  Coruinba  custom-house  were  592,061- 
$673  in  1890  against  425, 387^213  in  1889. 

—'Pbe    Jornal  bears   that  the  Banco  do  Brazil  e 

Norte  America  lias  at  last  concluded  arrangements 
with  one  of  the  oldest  and  most  respectable  banks 
of  London  for  ils  exchange  operations. 

—The  expeuses  of  the  Companhia  Canlareira  e 
Esgoios  of  S.  Paulo  amounted  last  year  to  475,- 
907^707  and  its  net  receipls  to  2,060,2931639. 
The  quantity  of  water  distributed  was  1,068,035,- 
450  litres. 

— The  Gazetn  de  Notieias  of  the  6th  inst.  pub- 
lishes ihe  statement  that  the  present  government 
has  made  retrenchments  in  the  public  expenditures 
to  the  amount  of  34,000,000$.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  this  is  true, 

—  By  the  Coptic  which  sailed  on  ihe  291I1  ult, 
there  were  shipped  £69,000  in  gold  ami  by  Ihe 
Tagus,  which  sailed  011  the  6lh  ins!.,  £160,000, 
and  there  are  supposed  to  be  somewhere  about 
£50,000  to  go  forward. 

— Il  is  estimated  that  the  expenditures  of  the 
state  of  Pernambuco  are  al  the  rate  of  6,000,000$ 
per  annum,  while  the  receipts  do  not  exceed

share. 

— The  Companhia  Fabril  Maranhense  is  organ- 
izing in  Maranhao  with  a  capital  of  1,000,000$. 
It  proposes  to  establish  a  factory  for  the  manufae- 
lure  of  colt  on  cloth  and  of  sewing  ami  crochei 
l bread,  and  afterwards  to  establish  wool  and  silk 
factories. 

—It  was  rumored  and  generally  believed  011 
Saturday  lliat  Dr.  Malta  Machailo  had  accepted 
ilie  place  of  minister  of  finance,  but  ihe  rumor  was 
denied  llie  next  morning.  It  would  be  a  mis- 
lortune  to  have  a  minister  so  mixed  up  in  current 
speculations. 

—  "'Ihe  rise  of  the  Uruguay  bonds  on  the  con- 
clusion of  a  loan  lo  lhat  republic  by  a  Brazilian 
bank  is  also  a  windfall  to  Ihe  Baring  estate,  but  I 
can  nol,  personally,  understand  how  the  Brazilians 
can  spare  the  million  sterling  to  help  the  Uru- 
guayans.

All  the  important  commercial  houses 
of  the  city  signed,  and  we  desire  most  emphatically 
to  he  included  on  the  same  side,  The  projected 
docks  are  unnecessary  and  even  prejudicial,  while 
the  tax  proposed  is  burdensome  and  iniquitous, 

—  The  Treasury  has  ordered  lite  sale  of  gold  at 
the  custom-house.  The  price  is  to  be  the  rate  of 
exchange  (sight  ?)  of  the  preceding  day,  plus  ).$  of 
one  per  cent.  This  is  the  most  complicated  matter 
in  the  world.  All  exporter  pays  currency  for  gold 
at  one  window,  and  then  pays  the  gold  in  at  an- 
other. Twice  does  the  metal  lose  weight  by 
counting.  The  easiest  manner  will  be  for  the 
gold  selling  department  to  issue  cheques  that  will 
avoid  all  handling  of  coin  and  save  time  and  ex- 
pense.

Supplies  of  cattle  during  ihe  month  have  continued  on  ,1 
pretty  huge  scale,  amounting  to  about  95,000  head,  in  all  for 
the  season  to  about  310,00c.  head,  against  295,000  same  liine 
last  year,  and  170,000  in  i8r!0.  A  very  large  number  of  cattle 
has  been  received  this  .season  from  the  Banda  Oiieutal,  even 
from  the  nearest  vicinity  of  Montevideo,  and  it  appears  that 
a  ureal  many  troops  are  still  expected  from  there. 

The  extremely  low  rates  ol  exchange  now  ruling  in  Brazil, 
the  increased  import  duty  on  beef  and  falsttlffs— payable  in 
gold,  together  with  the  export  duty  payable  at  the  shipping 
ports  are  of  course  very  much  against  the  saladciristas  in  the 
River  Plate  and  these  circumstances  account  for  the  increased 
receipts  of  cattle  in  this  slate,  our  saladciristas  having  been  in 
a  position  to  pay  much  better  prices,  than  estanciovs  tit  the 
Bauda  Oriental  could  obtain  there.
